Lo my view it will be auwise to continue an expensive ma- 
vhinery, lu Ditze the worthless debts of the Banks to au indefinite 
period, I, therefore, recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
making provision for the final. disposition, by sale at auction. of such 
debts as the Comuuissioners uay Dud hoplessly insolvent in their hands : 
as wel as of the property, real and personal, of the Banks, which may 
uot be readily managed by our State officers, The object here sought 
is an early final disposition and close of the whole subject; for it created 
« delusive hope of aid ta our future fuancial arrangements which may 
be made Lo operate most nischieVously, You will-readily. discover that, 
alhhough apparent saerifices may be made, it willbe a saving in the 
end sewvhen the probab e amount of profits, to be derived from their re- 
tention, is compared with the expense. m l 
Under the provision of the 8th section of the Act ereating this Commis- 
sion, the Commissi stars made q report to me of the amonnt of collec. - 
lions up ta thy first of January, 1847 Showing a gross amount of 
$1,882,765 +. A sembaunual report was also made of their eoliee- 
tions up tur ost day or July, 1647, showing a further sum of 31,031-

The honor of the State remains untarnished, in regard to our foreign, 
and domestic debts. The Commissioners have promp!y discharged tho 


interest upon the foreign debt as it became payable—-aud, it is presumed, 
have faithfully applied the surplus funds in their hands to the discharge, 
in the most efficient manner, of: our foreign Bonds, as contemplated hy: 
the Legislature All of the assets of the Banks to’ be heieafter realized: 
and the whole surplus in the Treasury. together with all the assets in 
their hands, I recommend should be applied to the purchase of our for. 
eign bonds; after retaining a sufficient amount to pay the interest of our 
debts which may fall due.. before collections of taxes can be made to 
meet it. 4 he propriety of paying promptly the interest for whieh the 
faith of the State is pledged, is got debatable; and I should feel myself 
"utterly ua worthy of the Station I hold, if 1 could treat the subject other. 
wise. The honor of the State, which is far above all price, is involved] 
in it; and all hazards encountered ip their preservation, however great 
they may be, will not be considered by the patriot. ‘The case presents, 
simply, one mode of deciding whether unr free institutions shall be pre- 
served; a dishohored people cannot long maiutaiti a free government. 

Purssant te the provisions of an eet entitled “An Act to authorize 

. and require the Governor of the State of Alabama to apply for and re- 
ceive the distributive share of the procecds of the public lands, set apart 
for the State of Alabama,” I caused to be paid to the Bank Commis. 
siouers the funds referred to ;, which were appropriated by them to the 
object pointed out in the secoud seetion of the act mentioned, At the 
same time, I cansed. also, fo be paid to them: the amount allowed and 
paid of the claims of this State against the Goverun eut of the United 
States, for advances made by Alabama to carry ou the Creek War; he. 
ing the amount obtained through our agent Hon R T. Scott. Ther 
ig still au unpaid balance ef those claims, whieh may require further ac 
tion, and to which your attention is ezlled, 3 esnuot pass this subject 
without expressing the favorable consideration due to ile agent, for tle 
fidelity, energy and ability displayed in rrosecuting our claims, 

The withdrawing of the motes of our State Bank aud Branehes, it 
the process of winding them up, has lofi but little mere than one millier 
of that currency in eireulation: and thust, in a short time, abstract th 
whole of it. Having no banking institution in the State of sufficiet 
capital to supply their place, it has been done by the issues of Banks it 
the ueighboring States. The Bauk of Mobile, situat d at cur great em 
porium, has done much in supplying a sound and healthy currency 
indeed the notes of that Bank are the oniy paper currency amongst E 
that can he co"fidently relied on by our citizens. * From the limite 
a"àeunt of its capital, howaver, it is utterly inadequate to a full suppiy 
The notes vf. Basks of other States can be judged of only by their gen 
eral standing; our State gutliorities heving no means of aequiring reli 
Ll: Ian (Dan in regard to dem. The repeated fatures cf those insi 
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circulate, and injuring those most who reside at the greatest distance 
from the Bank, have, to a great extent, destroyed confidence in most of 
' this-description of eütreney. This want of confidence in a currency 
which they are compelled, from surrounding circumstances, to use, op- 
erates most injuriously upon eur citizens, by subjecting hem to anxieties 
about its Mepreciation,—to the ruinous exactions of brokers and shavers, 
-—o0r possibly, to hasty er un wise investments, in order to pass it off. 

"The taxes required to be paid to meet the necessities of the State can- 
_ hot be receivable in the notes of foreign Banks, While some might be 
‘safely taken, others would be found valueless on our hands; and hence, 
"o avoid loss, as well as invidious discrimination in regard to those 
institutions, it is not probable that any will be taken. Without a snit- 
able amount of receivable currency amongst our citizens, the burden of 
“our taxation would become exceédingly oppressive, If we are com- 
pelled to use a paper currency, as it seems we are, the views which T 
have given, as wei as others which are at hand, point to the propriety 
of supplying it ourselves. lt cannot, with truth, be denied. that this 
State pays tribute to those which supply this kind of currency. to the 
amount, at least, of bankitig interest for the sum used. The annual 
‘drain from the "tate, on this account must be very large, and too im- ^ 
portant to be overlooked, or disregarded, by an enlightened statesman, 
at thé present juncture of our affairs. 

If, to these considerations, we add the great value of a Bank at the 
seat of Government, to aid in carrying out ont financial operations, and 
to afford a safe place of deposit for the larger amount of revenue which 
must be annually collected, the propriety of creating such an institution . © > 
is rendered palpable, That you have the Constitutional power to char- 
ter a Stock Bank is, at this day, undisputed, RU has been repeatedly ' 
done, and acquiesced in, and, I presume, none will be fonud to abject to 
it now. kt may be objected, however, that in the financial condition of 
the State, che will not be able to take two-fifths of the stock, which is 
required by tne Constitution to be reserved ta her; and that without 
this, the Constitution prohibits its establishment. My best reflection 
has brought’ me te a different conclusion. The propriety of taking the. 
stock, at this time, is a question of policy to be settled by yon, If the 
constitutional proportion of stock is reserved for the State, in my judg- 
ment, the requirement of the Constitution is complied with; and whether — 
it is ever taken or not can make no difference. This question lias been. " S 
settled by Legislative decision in the grant of the charter of tho “Pilaar

ly a metallie eurreney for the shaker transactious of ow! citizers; and. 
if a law could be enforced prohibiting the circulation of any bank note 
below the denomination of rem doliars, it would meet my hearty saug- 
tion, Fam coufident. however, from the past history of such efforts, 
that even this couee-sion would hot be made, That wholesome enact- 
ment agaiust the circulation of change tickets, from the date ef its pas- 
sage, has remained a dead letter upon our statute book. ` 

In view of our present condition, I recommend the establishment ef à 
Stock Bank, of small capitel, with ail the suitable and proper guards 
which nay be tecessiry to secure the til solder, es weil ss all others 
who may have transactions with its amongst which, iu iy judyimeni,

required for the discharge of its duties,- The Comptroller is the financial 
- officer of the State, from whose reports, and estimates, the most valuable 
information is derived to the Legislature, in regard ro their revenue bills 
and their general fiscal action, In this State, under its present organi- 
zation; the duties of this officer are mainly directed to enforcing callect- 
ions from delinquent-revenue oflicers, and to act as a check upon the 
"Treasurer. And here it may be proper to remark, that it is evidently 
the design of our-system that the Treasurer should receive and disburse 
the funds of the State on the warrant of tie Comptroller only; and that, 
under no cireumsrauees, should the money of the State be paid to-the 
Comptroller, The amount of his bend being $5.000, only, is conclusive 
on tiis point. The practice, however, is different, as you will discover. 
All collections made by suit from defanltiug revenue oflicers.anu others, 
are conducted in the naura of the Comptroller, and received by bim,— 
Tin gross amount passing througif hig hands, from this source, hereto- 
fore, has been very large, and itis probable will be much increased 
hereafter. Tipon these transactions there is manifestly no sufficient

Pursuant toan Act passed at the last session of the General Asse i. yy 
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approved, 4il February, 1546, ^ To lease out the Penitentiary dit. can 
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during the term of six years from its date, as prescribed; the lessee 
paying therefor, the sum of five hundred dollars, annually, at the end of 
each year, The contract will be found on file, in the State Department ; 
to which you are referred for the particulars of it, By a«provision in 
the second section of the Act, a discretion was given the Executive, of 
selecting amongst the propositions or bids to be made, with reference to 
the fitness'of the person bidding. 1 was not put to the necessity of ex- 
ercising this discretion; as no-other bid was made in which more than a. . 
nomina: sum was offered, and the high eharaeter and fitness. of the 
lessee was well supported. lt aifords me.pleasure to add that the test 
of experience has fully sustdined the representations then made of him. 

E made my annual visit to the Penitentiary in October, 1846; and, 
. again in the same month of the present year. Upon my first visit men- 
tioned. I spent several uays in making the most* thorough examination 
into every department of the bnstitution in which the State was at all. 
concerned; the result of which satisfied. me that great and important im- ` 
provements had been made by the lessee, not only in the shops and 
grounds, butin the more important point of the discipline. and man- 
agement of the convicts. Reformation being the great object sought 
through the influence of this discription of punishment, I fonud that ob, 
ject gained here earlier, aud in a manner more consonant to our feelings 
of humanity than Ehad ever expeeted. 1 found. upon each visit, the 
lessee superintending in person. the control of the inmates; and while 
the most perfect order was maintained by a firm and sigid execution of 
the prison dieipline. it was conducted with good temper and kindness, 
which seemed to relieve, to a great extent, the irksomness of confine- 
ment. Religious exercises are regularly kept up on suecessive Sabbaths ; 
and, it is believed with much moral benefit to the convicts. I have re- 
ceffred reliable information that many ofthe discharged convicts.are now 
reformed ; and are itdustriously engaged in carrying on the trade ac- 
quired by the Institation. 1 consider it fortunate in every point of view, 
that tne Penitentiary has fallen int» such hands. It had been, from its. 
creation, a source of great expense to the State; it is now’ accomplishi- 
ing its ends better than before, and yielding a profit, ; 

The report of the Inspectors will put you in possession of the particu- 
jars of the transfer of the stock of the Penitentiary, the debts. collec- 
tions, and such other information as may be interesting to the State. I 
was informed by them, on my last visit, that some d. lipidations are: 
going on, in the main building, which were begun prior to the lease ;. 
and which it is necessary should meet early attention, "Tho particulars 
will be communicated to you by their report. I recommend to your coi - 
sideration to the propriety of providing for immediate repeirs ; if they are 
such as the lessee is not required, by his contract to make. 

. Under a joint resolution: adopted at the last session of the General 
Assembly, * Concérning the Penitentiary,” approved 5th February, 
1846 - I appointed Seth P. Storrs, Esq., of Wetumpka, ve agent to in- 
spect and examine, and investigate the books, accounts and vouchers of 
the Wardens, from the commencement of the Institution of the Penitane 
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‘tiary of the State," whose report will be found on file in the State De- 
‘partment. From the opinion of the. Agent, ás expressed in his report, 
I did not consider it necessary to institute suit against either of the War- 
dens. I refer the subject, however, to you; and invite yout examina- .. . 
tion of it. No provision was made by the resolution for compensating = 
the Agent for his services; which were arduous, and required skill and 
ability. The duties have been ably and faithfully performed, and should 
be properly renumerated. I did not consider it proper to take upon 
myself the power of fixing+his compensation, and paying the same ont 
of the contingent fund ; but as the resolution was silent on.the.subjeet 
of compensation, I supposed it was the intention of the Legislature to. 
provide for it, at a subsequent session. The account ef the-agent for his. 
services, will be laid before you ; and believing as I do, that it is reason- 
able and proper, I recommend that an appropriation be ‘made for its. 
payment. 

By joint resolations of the last session, approved, 3d February, 1846, 
it is made thé duty of the Governor of this State, to. employ connsel to 
defend the claim of her citizens in regard to the disputed boundary be- 
tween this State and the State of Georgia. Under, these resolutions, F 
was applied to by Mr. S. M. Ingersoll, to engage counsel for the defence: 
of three cases brought against him in the Superior Court of Muscogee 
county. Georgia ; involving, as he alleged, the question of boundary, and. 
coming" within the meaning of the resolutions referred to. "The resolu- 
tions leate it to the discretion of the Executive, to act. or not, in the 
matter. Sincerely desirous to do whatever the Legislature intended 
should be done, I examined the question with the sole view to ascertain 
whether the cases or either of them, involved the question contemplated 
by the resolutions; and my best lights upon the subject brought me to 
the conclusion that it was not embraced by either case. In this opinion. 
the Attorney’ General, to whom it was referred, fully concurred. E 
therefore declined to comply withthe request 1 present the documents, 
vith the opinion of the Attorney General, for your examination ; with 
the suggestion. that, if the eases presented were intended to be embraced, 
further aud more explicit action must be had on the subject. The doen. 
ments will be found in the State Department. y ` 

Under joint resoulutions of your last session, approved 26th January, 
1846, * For the appointinent of a Commissioner to act on the part of 
Alabama, in the settlement of the line between the Siate ef Alabama, 
Florida aud Georgia," I appointed the Hon. James M. Calhoun, of Dal- 
las county, who met the Commissioner on the part of Florida,the Hon. 
James T. Archer, with whom he agreed upon and settied the boundary 
line dividing the two States; as is shown by written articles, signed in 
duplicate by the respective Commissioners. The origiual, retained by 
the Commissioner on thé part of this State, is on file iu the State De- 
partment. The second article of the agreement contemplates a ratifica- 
lion, by the authorities, of th& respective States, of the articles agreed 
upon. This will require the action. of the General Assémbly, in the 
form ga act orjoint resolution. Iam entirely satisfied that the line 
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ascertained and agreed upon by the Commissioners, is the trne boundary 
between the States of Alabama and Florida; and 1, therefore, recont- 
mend the ratification of the articles of agreement, 

"Under an act of your last session entitled an act ¿“Po carry into effect the 
provisions of an act, entitled, an act to,carry into effect in the States of Alaba- 
ma and Mississippi, the existing compact with those States, with regard to the 
five percent fund, and the school reservations passed hy the Congress. of tlic 
United States, approved 26th February 1845 ;” 1 appointed Lemuel Cook, Esq. 
of Franklin. and John Brown ‘Esq. of Marion caunty, to select the lands men- * 
tioned in the act On the Sth day of May 1846, they made a partial report, 
The selections reported consisted of eighty and forty acre tracts; being such as 
were not authorized by the aet of Congress referred to I rejected; and directed 
the Commissioners to make other selections. 

Another report was made on-tae 20th October 1846, in which sclections are 
made for the seven entire townships, but none for either of the fifteen fractional 


-townships. Not being able to find any subdivisions of sections suitable, under 


the act of Congress. The lands selected though doubtless the best that could 
be found, are of but very little value; (being lorated in the mountaiuous regions 
of the two counties named) as is shown by the reports, and cotfiitaed to me by 
ihe most reliable authority. The fifteen tractional townships cover as much 
space nearly, as the seven entire ones for which selections were snide. In view 
of the partial setticment of this question, the valueless description of the lands 
selected, and the assurance that the inhabitants of neither of ine townships 
would accept the selections made, I declined the additional expense which would 
have been necessarily incurred by the St: te in presen ing (rm for acceptance 
or rejection by the iubabitants of the respective townehirs fur mi ich they wers 
chosen- : 

Another view cf this subject bad much influence with-me. No question can 
be made as to the sight of the inhabitants of the toXensléps ne uficned to the 
section num! ered sixteen respectively in each, under the cotos aet 105 o rcdto in

Sines the last ses ion ^f the General Assembly a war has been declare to 
exist between the Unit-d States and the Republic of Mexico: and requisition: 
Lave been made Ly the President upon Alabama for troops for its presecution. 
The first requisition wes mane in May 1846, for “ one regiment of volunteer In- 
fintry or Riflemen ” to serve for the term of twelve months: This force was 
supplied in June of the same year. Ina short time thereafter I was request-d 
by the War Department to raise five companies cf the same description of 
troops to'be held in readiness to enter the service of the United States when 
called for, This request was complied with and daly renorted , the troops hea:

ever, have not been called for by the Government. 
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"Before any requisition was made üpon the State for troops, at a time wlien i£ 
was reported that-the small force constititing‘the army of occupation on the Rio 
. Grade under the commar.d of General Taylor, was in emminent danger from 

the large number of the enemy in its neighborhood, three companies of patriot- 

ic eitizeng commanded by Captains Desha, Elmore and Platt, respectively, 
without delay, marched to its supposed relief... About the same time, and induced 
doubtless, by the same report, I received a communication from General Gains, 
theri commanding the Southern Division of the United States Army, suggesting 
the propriety of recommending to our “Young Chivalry” to raise and orga. 
nize volunteer Companies in anticipation of a cali which which was expected 
jo be made upon the State tor troops by the President in order to be able prompt. 
ly to respond to it. Approving the course suggested, I issued a proclamation 
accordingly: butat the same time carefully guarded against any procedure of 
the companies which migit be raised without my further-orders, 7 

The excitement that prevailed atthat time throughout the country was such as 

to induce a large.number of volunteer companies to’ proceed to the city of Mobile 
without my order, where they were received and mustered into the service of 
the Ünitnd States hy the order of General Gaines, to serve fur the term of six 
‘months, One resiment was orgapized, and elected’ their field officers; and six 
additional companies were received as a part of a se ond regimen. I had no. 
futher Jonnexion with this procedure, than to commission the officers. Enter- 

taining fears that the course of General Gaines in regard to these troops might 
not meét the sanction of the President: and feeling anxious that our patriotic 

citizens thus engaged should not be diseppoisted; apprehending too, that inju-, 
vious consequences would follow their discharge, in future eforís to raise a 

volunteer force in this State, { addressed a communication to the Secretary of 
War, urging their acceptante—describing the bizb quality of (a troops, and 
the patriotic motives by whieh th y were goveracd—ulverting oi o lo the con» 

sequences Which would probabiy follow their rejection, i 


Before the reply of the Secratary of War reached me, I reerivod a comauni- 
eation from that Departaent, whieh rendered it tevessnry that P eboni dicbard 
this force, which A proceeded to do wvithoat delay, as it was clear faa this eom- 
munication that the troops could not be received. Having preesridod witbeut 
authority of law, there was no provision for pryiag those troops, which rendrod 
their conditicg extremely unpleasant, In order to relieve fosa as Tar us posslilo 
[caused the discharge ofeach au to be so eme as to embody al the Gets whieh 
might he necessary to secure the benefit of such provisjon es shone, thercalter 
bo made by Congress for. their compensation, for € did not dol ut Luci: at aro vision 
veuld*be made.

Early m May last, a further requisition was made by the President on this 
State, for troops to the extent of one company of mounted volunteers, and five: 
companies or one Battalion of Infantry, to serve during the War with Mexico.. 
This call was made known to our citizéns, by a proclamation dated on the 6th 
day of May, 1847, in whichthey were requested to respond to it promptly. In 
a very short time thereafter, the company of mounted volunteers was furnished. 
I was not so successful in regard to the Infantry requested. Having failed to 
obtain a single company, on the 80th! day of September last, I published a se- 
cond proclamation, in which I urged upon our citizens the importance of supply- 
ing the force caled for by our country. I ascertained in a short time that unless. 
the necessary expenses to be incured in raising and subsistine the troops were 
provided for, no effort which [could make would be successfal. In'consequence 
of which, and in order to preserve the honor and. standing of the State, which F 
felt to be deeply involved in the success of my offorts, on the 14th duy of October 
last, I published an address to the people in which I undertook to provide for the 
expenses mentioned, with the funds of the State., The result of this course has 
been the accomplishment of the great object sought, . 

The five companies of Infantry called for, have been tendered to me, and’ac- 
cepted—two of which have been mustered into the service of the United States, 
and the other three, are en route to Mobile, the place ef rendevous, for muster, 
‘The expenditures which haveg been made, so far as they have been certified 
to me, have been paid out of the contingent fund, and will be reported to you, 
by the Comptroller. 1 have endeavored throughout, to observe proper ecenomy 


in the application of this fund tó the object mentioned. My instructions te the - 


agents, who bave disbursed the funds, have been, to require proper vouchers 
for the claims certified for payment, which I presume have been strictly ob- 
served. I entertain no doubt, from the past course of Congress upon like occasions 
that upon proper application, the amount expended, or most of it, will be refund- 
ed. And I submit to you the pro .riety of making such application. 


T made: the expenditures mentioned, under a full knowledge that my pow. 
er to.do so was of questionable character—and that my course involved great 
re ponsibility. J could not have been induced to pursue such a course upon an 
ordinary occasion. I trust, however, that I shall never see a time when I will 
hesitate t» maintain the honor of the State at any hazard. I have acted in 
good faith, for cre best interest -of the State, in view of the emergency presented, 
and Í submit my procedure on this subject, with confidence, to the Represef{ta- 
‘tives of the people. l 

I cannot lay down my responsible office without adverting, in the most car- 
nest manner, fo the culture and improvement of, what are unspeakably the 
must important resources of the State—beyond the productiveness of the soil, 
commerce or arts—the minds of her citizens. To make man even in a profit. 
able labouring animal he must be educated, to a degree. "That all the people 
of a State should be liberally, or even equally, educated, is not to be expected.

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The substitute offered by them would, in their judgment, be the most 
effective revenue law that could be adopted. It contd not be complain. 
vd of as grievious or oppressive, because it coerces the payment of no 
tax. It persuades the citizen to come to the aid of the state. It protfers 
io him an important privilege,to obtain which he would readily pay the 
e sum. A privilege that insures comfort aud Support. to his fa 

wily in his sickness or after his death. A privilege which no man who 
values his domestic ties will forego. Could strouger considerations than 
shese be presented? Could any more certain means of raising a revenue 
be devised? ‘I'he substitute is so framed as not to be obuoxious to the 
ebarge of favoritism to "id class. Its immunities can be cxtended to all, 
and will especially aid those in straitened circumstances. Its provisions 
in no manner conflicts with the rights of creditors, and carefully guards 
against fraud. Whenever slaves "shall be exempted under it, that ex- 
emption becomes a matter of record, open to the inspection of all. * 

Bat the undersigned will not further extend the reasoning in favor of 
this measure, The argunient might be greatly extended, but they trust 
they have said enough to invite the serious attention of this House toa 
scheme that, while it subserves the canse of humanity, promises at the 
same time to be fruitfal of good to the State.

The subject of raising a future revenue for the State, has presented many em- 
rassing and perplexing problems for the solution of the Committee. The 
ut of the necessary data and estimates usually furnished to other Legislative 
semblies, by a proper and competent officer upo& whom by law, this high duty 
devolved, has not only protracted their labors, but in frequent instances has 
cbarrassed their conclusions. 
The meagre and unsatisfactory statistics, obtained after much delay, as well 
¡past personal observation, must make it obvious to al that the opération of the 
esent system of levying and collecting the revenue of the State, is most unequal 
d inefficient. Under if the tax payer is assessed neither in proportion to his 
sperty nor the protection he receives from his government, or the advantages 
enjoys under it. ‘There is now neither a fair equa'ity or just discrimination 
the mode of assessment, nor regularity or certainty in the collection of the 
enue. 
Your Committee have thought the reformation of these evils, in such manner 
tto bring about a more equal and equitable distribution of the burdeus of tax- 
“os, one of their chief cuties; and as the most practical means of accomplish- 
i this end, they have, as will appear from the accompanying biil, undertaken 
?arduous and responsible task of remodelling the whole system of levying and 
ilecting the revenue, and, as far as the nature and character of the object 
ed, would admit, on the ad valorem principie ; which they trust will insure a 
e equal and impartial assessment, greater certainty in the collection, and a 
te generai diffusion and consequent equalization of the burdens of taxation. 
ow far tue plan submitted may answer the end proposed, the test of time alone 
an satistactoriiy determine. The Committtee are not so.sanguine as to believe 
‘s bill presented will prove a panacea for all the defects and evils growing out
